Body, Nos. 35, 19, 25, 81; Trimmings, White, Ivory White or 
Cream; Blinds, Olive, White, or ivory White.

n-lHIS is a fair example of an old style Colonial dwelling. Thjs style 
does not adrqit of quch diversity of treatrr|ent, but calls for the 
use of neutral Grays, Buffsi or Light Yellows. In our illustration we 
have shown a body color of No. 19, Light Stone, with trimminqs and sash 
of Ivory White; blinds, No. 68, Olive Green; roof colored with our Dark 
Slate Roof Paint.
